BURGLARS SHOOT OFFICER DEAD. 


Single-Handed a Policeman Fights 
Five Burglars and Kills One. 
South Bend, Ind., February 26.—Single- 
handed, facing great disadvantages of num- 
bers and a murderous ambush in the dark. 
Officer Louis Keller, of the South Bend 
police, fought grimly to his death last 
night. One of the desperate band of al- 
leged burglars who killed him was mor- 
tally wounded.

Shortly before midnight, Keller noticed 
that the back door of a cigar store was 
unlocked and the inside light extinguished.

Officer Derrant, alarmed by the shooting, 
had just come up, and one of the men ran 
directly into his arms. Derrant soon over- 
powered the man and found him to be 
mortally wounded, one of Kelicr’s bullets 
having passed through his abdomen.

GREAT WORK DONE 
BY POLICE MATRON 


Reports aud Letters Te Bs Shown te the 
City Council. 


A SALARY TO BE ASKED 


Hundreds of Women Looked After by 
the Matron at the Barracks. 


RECLAIMED GIRLS WRITE THANKFUL LETTERS 


Members of the Police Board To Urge 
Council To Make the Position 
Permanent with Salary. 


Steps are now being taken to make the 
office of police matron a permanent posi- 
tion with a salary. attached. This has led 
to an examination of the work the matron 
has accomplished during her “probation,” 
and certain members of the police board 
are interesting themselves in the matter. 

The result of the investigation shows be- 
yand doubt that the pollce ma- 
tron is a most useful and at the 
same time a most important person, If 
there is to be pity and charity shown for 
unfortunates who come in contact with the 
police authorities. 

As evidence of the work the matron 
has done her reports have been tabulated, 
and several letters she hag received from 
thankful beneficiaries accompany the pet 
tion to the council asking that the office of 
police matron be ereated, and that she be 
paid a salary of at least $25 a month. 

From the monthly reports of the matron 
the following interesting facts have been 
taken: 

She began work (as an experiment) on 
May 15, 1897. From that date to the Ist 
er June she looked after twenty women, 
young and old, who were taken to the po- 
lice barracks. The young girls were sent 
home who were in Atlanta hunting work, 
and who were éxposed to the greatest 
temptation. Four little boys who had been 
wandering about’ the streets were sent to 
the homes of their parents outside the city. 
The mothers with babies were returned to 
their homes... One old woman who was lost 
Was looked after and her people notified. 
Two female lunatics were guarded for a 
hight and a day. A poor mother with three 
children was given temporary lodging and 
food secured for her and her little ones. 

During the month of July the matron 
looked after twenty-seven women and 
watched over three persons who were given 
a night’s lodging. 

In August she had twenty-four women 
under her care and ten lodgers. Four young 
girls were reclaimed from a Ife of shame 
and sent to their homes, A boy and a girl, 
brother and s‘ster, were taken in charge 
and a home secured for them. The little 
eripple, Render Fuller, who had been de- 
serted in the woods, was nursed until trans- 
ferred to the ‘hospital. A woman with a 
baby was kept until she could locate her 
husband, who had come here to work.

WAR SCARE CRUMBLED AWAY. 


Any Fighting in West Africa Must Be 
Done by Royal Niger Company. 

London, February 26.—The west Africa 
War scare of a week ago has crumbled, 
hardly leaving an echo. 

If there is any fight it will be on the in- 
itiative of the Royal Niger Company, which 
prop@gses that any French troops in the 
company’s territories shall be ejected im- 
mediately by the company’s troops, which 
Captain Luggard commands. 

The company, unlike the government, has 
a comparatively free hand, being in the 
position of an individual rejecting trespass- 
ers from his property, and the officials of 
the company Say they intend to act vigor- 
ously. 

Through the secretary of state for the 
colonies, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, an- 
nounced on Friday in the house of com- 
mons that the cabinet was a unit on the 
question of west Africa. Parliamentary 
gossip insists that the marguis of Salisbury 
gained the deciding trick of his game with 
Mr. Chamberlain in announcing the dis- 
patch of the ambassador at Paris, Sir Ed- 
mund Monroe, in the house of lords on Tues- 
day, the premier both in the manner and 
matter taking great delight in snubbing Mr. 
Chamberiain. 

This is evident from the fact that the 
dispatch which in substance set forth that 
France had no hostile intention in west 
Africa and had no know'edge of the pres- 
ence of French troops in the Sokoto coun- 
try, was not cammunicated to the house 
of commons by the parliamentary secretary 
for the foreign office, Mr. George N. Cur- 
zon, for the reason that he “had not seen 
the foreign secretary that day.” 

Certainly Mr. Chamberlain was most an- 
noyed, more particularly as many of the 
conservatives have expressed anger at his 
faise alarm.

WHITEHALL WORK 
WILL BE PUSHED 


Special Agent of J. J. Maddox Says the 
Outlook Is Encouraging. 


CITY MAY NOT HAVE TO BUY 


Propertg Owners Will Probably Deed 
Five Feet Free of Charge. 


ANEW RESOLUTION TO BE INTRODUCED 


‘An Effort Will Be Made To Improve 


Whitehall Street Before Edge- 
wood and Capitol Avenues, 


hall street from Forsyth street to the 
Central of Georgia railroad crossing 
continue to grow brighter. 

Mr. J. J. Maddox, who was appointed as 
a special agent to negotiate with those 
citizens living on the thoroughfare who 
have refused heretofore to donate the nec- 
essary five feet, reports pregress and be- 
lieves he will have little trouble in securing 
the property. 

He has séen nearly every resident, and 
none so far have refused point blank to 
donate the necessary frontage. Mr.. Mad- 
dox was instructed to ascertain what terms 
of purchase could be made, but from pres- 
eni indications, none of the property will 
have to be bought at an expense to the 
city. Realizing the great henefits to be 
derived from this much needed improve- 
ment and the increased valuation of real 
estate on Whitehall street as a result, the 
property owners have about concluded not 
to longer hamper the work by refusing 
to deed the city five feet off the front of 
their lots. From the present outiook, there- 
fore, Mr. Maddox will have secured every 
deed vy the next meeting of council. 

The resolution as originally framed will 
not go through. The mayor would not sign 
it. Several councilmen believe the White- 
hall street work should be separated from 
Edgewood avenue and Capitol avenue. as 
all three would be too great an undertak- 
ing for the city this year, and that the 
Whitehall street movement should be put 
through first. This is why the aldermanie 
board at its last session voted to recon- 
sider the action of council in accepting 
the county’s proposition in reference to the 
three streets. A resolution will be intro- 
duced at the next session of council. 
Monday week, providing for the work on 
Whitehall street, and it is probable this 
resolution will be passed. Mayor Collier, 
{t is said, will sign the measure if pre- 
sented in this form. 

Councilman George P. Howard, who in- 
troduced the Edgewood avenue resolution, 
is in favor of widening Whitehall atreet. 
There will probably be little opposition 
to the resolution to separate hitehall 
from the others. The Whitehall street 
supporters state most emphatically this is 
no plan to crowd Edgewood and Capitol 
avenues out, but that it is impossible te 
improve all this year, and that considering 
the present encouraging status of the 
Whitehall street move and the work al- 
ready done, it should be pushed forward 
first and the others later. There is little 
doubt that the matter will take this 
course, as it is either this or nothing this 
year, in the opinion of some of the leaders 
of council.

WANT FUNDS 10 REBUILD 


Public Address Issued to the People 
of Georgia. 


THE CHURCH OF ST. JOHN 


Catheiral Will Be Reconstructed—Let- 
ter from Rector Keiley Corrects 
a False Report. 


In regard to the published accounts of 
the ‘burning of the church Rector Keiley 
makes the following statement, In a eom- 
munication he says: 

“Editor Constitution—I dislike spo‘ling a 
story which was told so nicely as the one 
in your paper of Wednesday iast under the 
caption: ‘Strange Story of Two Fires,’ but 
your Augusta correspondent Was mMisin- 
formed by some one. ‘he true story, which 
you will readily pereeive differs in a iew 
trifling respects from tite pubiished one, 
is this: Bishop Becker did not ‘receive an 
exactly similar thing,’ ‘nor did he receive 
a ‘magazine with the stetement that the 
cathedral would be burned to the ground 
on February 6, 1898.’ In fact, sishop 
Becker received his first intimation of the 
story from the newspapers. it is a very 
ingenious story, unfortunately entirely un- 
true. 

‘“‘We<wd§o not ascribe the burning of our 
church to any anti-Catholic sentiment, nor 
any kind of sentiment. We have no idea 
how the fire originated, but do not believe 
anyone would destroy our church to grati- 
fy spleen or malice. Our Protestant and 
Jewish friends have been excessiveiy gen- 
erous in helping us to rebuild our chure» 
and we cannot thank them sufficiently for 
‘their sympathy and aid. 

‘I for one am heartily sick of ascribing 
every accident which happens to Catholec 
Aism or anti-Catholic 
prejudice. Let us have peace. The 0oc- 
casion of the letter is eminently suggestive 
of the remark that if any of my numerous 
friends—Catholic, Protestant or Hebrew— 
in Atianta desire to see our cathedral re- 
built I will not object to reveiving and 
acknowledging such contributions as they 
may send me. Respectfully, . 

“BPNIAMIN J. KEILEY, V. G. 

The appeal to the public follows: 

‘Savannah, Ga., February 9, 1898.—To the 
Public: An appalling calamity has well 
nigh overwheimed us. The cathedral of 
St. John the Baptist, which for a quarter of 
a century stood as 2 Monument to the zeal 
and loyajty of our people, and an ornament 
to our Forest City, has been entirely de- 
stroyed by fire. On Sunday night, Feb- 
ruary 6th, only a short time after the close 
of divine service, fire broke out, and in an 
incredibly short time the building was a 
total loss. The holiest and dearest aé- 
sociations of our lives are Iinked with it. 
Few can appreciate the personal and pecu- 
liar attachment with Catholics feel for the 
house of God. 

“The cathedral must be rebuilt, and as 
soon ae possible. We are unanimous in 
our decision on that potnt. Our inclina- 
tion, our duty, impel us to make this decla- 
ration. : 

‘But what condition confronts us? We 
have sustained the loss of a church edifice 
which with its contents represented an ex- 

enditure of between $175,000 and $200,000. 
We have now a debt of $18,000. Our insur- 
ance is only $60,000. Deducting the amount 
of the debt, we would have available for 
our new building only $42,000, a sum utterly 
inadequate for the purpose. 

“The fire is not yet spent, and from all 
sides have come to us tender of buildings 
for worship and proffers of ald in rebuild- 
Ing onr church. 

“The obstacles to 60Me might well nigh 
seem insurmountable, but it is God’s work. 
and since He has inspired so many kind 
friends who are not of our faith, to volun- 
teer assistance, we have determined te 
erect another St. John the Baptist as 
beautiful as its predecessor. 

“But to do this we Must make appeal for 
help to our friends and sympathizers, not 
only in our eity, but throughout Georgia 
and outside its borders. 

“We are anxious to lose no time in in- 
augurating the good work, and we earncs'- 
ly ask the aid of all, that we may svod 
have a church wherein to worship God. 

“Contributions will be received by any of 
the committee, and ee names of all con- 
tributors with amount subscribed, will be 
publicly acknowledged, and a list of same 
will find a place in the corner stone of our 
new cathedral. Very respectfully yours.

TAYLOR DISCUSSES SITUATION. 


—— 


E.x-Minister to Spain Says the Maine 
Incident Should Not Cause War. 

Mobile, Ala., February 26.—Hannis Taylor, 
ex-minister to Spain, when asked for h-s 
views as to the probable effect of the Maine 
disaster upon our relations with that coun- 
try, said: 

“It is a critical moment, and I am full 
of anxiety lest we should be drawn into 
war in a Way that will put us at a great 
disadvantage. HEven if the court of inquiry 
reports that the catastrophe was the result 
of an explosion from without amd the de- 
liberate act of somebody, it will never be 
possible to prove that tne Spanish govern- 
ment is either directly or indirectly re- 
sponsible for ¢. If a reclamation is made 
it will be refused upon that ground, and 
we will be driven to declare war and to 
begin the fi¢ht. The first shot fired under 
such eircumstances will not oniy put us 
on the defensive before the world,.but will 
arouse prejudice against us in Cuba itself. 
The end to be attained is the establishment 
of peace in the island without acts upon 
our part that will force us to declare war 
upon Spain upon untenable grounds. That 
has been my idea from the beginning to 
the end. There can be no peace until the 
Spaniards are driven out, and that must 
be dore by the insurgents themseives. We 
must help them todo so by moral aid given 
in a lawful way. The obvious thing to do 
is is to pass the belligerency resolution be- 
fore the Maine incident can ripen into an 
irternational issue. If the house will only 
do that after the investigation is over, and 
before the result is made public, we wiil 
be perfectly safe. 

“Should Spain then declare war upon that 
ground, she will be forced to take the In}- 
tiative against us without legal justifica- 
tion and that will make all the difference 
in the world. When the struggle comes, 
even with our small navy, it will be like a 
Titan striking a cripple. The matter of 
supreme importance is to have the light 
begin without fault upon our part.

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EDUCATION, POLITICS, ART. SOCIETY

ISMA DOOLY. 


An assembly of national tmportance in 
the educational world was the recent con- 
vention in Chattanooga, Tenn., of the state 
superintendents of the National Educa- 
tional Association. About five hundred su- 
perintendents and educators from all parts 
of the country were present, and Georgia, 
sending forty delegates,. was distinguished 
es having the largest representation in 
the body. As Georgia cast its vote forty 
strong for the next meeting of the na- 
tional association in Columbus, O., there 

ls no doubt that Ohio will return the 
compliment, and returning the compliment 
turn the tide of popular favor 
Georgia 
called. 

Among the Atlanta women representa- 
tives at the recent convention was Mrs. 
J. K. Ottley and Miss Emily Harrison. It 
is rather refreshing these days to hear 
men or women acknowledge that they go 
anywhere to learn and not to impart their 
knowledge to others. When asked if ehe 
went as a deiegate to the convention, Mrs. 
Ottley said: 

‘“l oniy went as a student, for I appre- 
ciated that the assembly was one from 
which, any one might derive information 
and knowledge, and I feel amply compen- 
sated for the visit. From every standpoint 
the body was a distinguished one." 

As a member of the educational commit- 
tee of the Georgia Federation of Clubs, 
Mrs. Ottley keeps conscientiously in touch 
with the best educational systems and 
methods being employed in the country. 

ln an enthusiastic discussion of the Chat- 
tanooga convention, she said: | 

“With the best educational endeavors of 
the nation before us there were, of course, 
Imany things which intensified the gense 
ef our own need and made the gaps in 
our possibilities seem greater. We don't 
rmaind so much hearing that Massachusetts 
wslers a free high scnool course to every 
boy and girl in her bounds, tor we are 
accustomeu to concede to the east, but 
Minnesota hag the same advantage and 
many other western states make a report 
wimost as good. However, ali we neeu in 
Georgia is time and a general intelligent 
interest in the best expenditure of the 
mon@s already appropriated, and we all 
feit very proud of the fact that Georgia, 
with her forty delegates, outnumbered any 
owner state in attendance. That forty town 
or county superintendents from Georgia 
should have given the time and money 


necessary to be present al this meeting 
seems to me a most hopetul sign of the 


when the convention of 1900 is 


es. 

“Listening to the work of these superin- 
tendents, I realized more fully than ever 
before that the immense change which 
has been forecast in matters educational 
ig actually upoh us! 

‘The whole conception of the end and 
aim of education ts ghifting before our 
very eyes and with the theory and prac- 
tice of the profession are showing conse- 
quent radical modification. 

“All school systems will soon be ghaped 
upon the idea that not knowledge but 
interest is what we wish to give the child. 
He soon rids himself of knowledge which 
he hag swallowed because he must. He 
never ceases to acquire new knowledge 
if we can supply him with an interest in 
acquiring it. 

So Many new questions are pressing for 
settlement. Folks are beginning to ask 
why should teaching be the only intermit- 
tent profession’? 

“The doctor, the lawyer and the banker 
don't work so hard for nine months that 
they must lie dormant for three. If the 
teacher needs to do so, it is because her 
work is regulated by the pace that kills 
and taxes her more intensely than it is 
normal for her to be taxed. 

“Many plans are proposed. One of our 
own bright Georgia men proposes a school 
day of three hours, from 9 to 1, with con- 
tinuous sessions during four quarters of 
the year, with a week’s holiday between 
each quarter. 

‘This plan, which ts eminently rational, 
affords time in eaeh day for the work in 
the manual training school. And, oh, this 
manual training! The whole world seemg 
of one mind as to its absolute necessity for 
the development of body and mind and soul! 
Halleck, of Louisvifle, gave a fine paper on 
this line. We will hope for it soon in 
Georgia. 

“Then the question of grading and promo- 
tion with reference to the individG@al needs 
of pupils. So much that was interesting 
was said on this subject. The Elizabeth, 
N. J., plan we had all read about in the 
magazines, and Massachusetts and Denver 
made exhibits of eaually successful plans for 
doing away with the formal yearly or half- 
yearly promotion and the accompanying 
bugbear of crammed-for examination. How 
the world does move! To think that a time 
fs coming when each child shall take in 
each day fust what he or she is capable 
of absorbing! That the quick ones shall 
not be kept marking time while the teacher 
tries to drag the others up to a medium 
standard, and the child with the even bet- 
ter but slower mind will no longer have to 
hurry over half-mastered ground! By these 
plans each room has many small classes 
of slightly varying advancement, and a 
child can be promoted or the reverse every 
month or week or day as he ts ready for 
tt. Whooping cough and meastes will lose 
some of their terrors for the mother, at 
least, when she knows that Henry, after 
six weeks’ absence, will not find a great 
gulf fixed between what he knows and 
what the class knows! 

‘‘And think of no more stuffing by anxious 
parents at home! 

“One of the best talks was by Mr. Rich- 
ard Waterman, Jr., of Chicago, on the 
vacation schools which are spreading like 
wild fire over the countrv. Newark, New 
York, Chicago, Cleveland, Brooklyn In- 
dianapelis and other towns have a number 
of them and their history is as interestin 
as a fairy story. No books are used an 
hundreds of erstwhile unruly boys and 
girls are as good as gold because they 
don’t want to lose their places in these 
echools where they are interested fn all 
the work they do. All of these schools lay 
much stress an citizenship—not learning it 
from a book, but living it. They have a 
civic creed and diean city leagues. In the 
interest of the latter they dash about their 
own wards, peering into dirty holes and 
..corners until the inspector’s life is made 
*o miserable by their just complaints that 
he cleans up in desperation. Of eourse, 
this is onhy one feature of their work. Mr. 
Waterman is 1n especial student of manual 
training methods. The Herbert Society 
held one delightful. meeting.

ed with a good deal of jealousy. With the 
irony of fate, however, the first person 
called in was this very Marquis d’Oyley, 
who, as the next of kin, had to make some 
G@epositions required by the French law, 
At the time of death the authorities show- 
ed remarkable alacrity in sealing up all 
papers of the deceased, for it is no secret. 
that these have a certain bearing on inter- 
national paitical history, Which, if 
brought to light, would Make mighty inter- 
esting reading. Whatever the destiny of 
the something like a million and a half 
sterling—which comprised the fortune left— 
may be, there 1s preity certain to be no lit- 
tle heart burning among those expecting 
favors. Dr. Evans liked to be thought a 
great patron of charity, private and pub 
lic, but tangible gifts were always rele- 
gatea to a nebulous future, and those who 
knew the diplo-dentist intimately are in- 
clined to think that a very modest realiza- 
tion will be given to his charitable 
schemes.” 

The family of the Marauis D’Oyley in 
Paris are notably prominent and have re- 
ceived the highest Social honors from the 
crowned heads of Turope. .The Marchioness 
D'Oyley, though bearing a French title, is 
descended from the MacDonalds of Kep- 
poch. She is the daughter of Alstais Mac- 
Donald and Thomas Waish, of Baltimore, 
both of whom are buried there in St. Pa- 
trick’s cathedral. Her maiden name was 
Annie Aiexis Walsh. and she married John 
Henry, Marquis D’Oyley, in 1868. Of her 
The Celtic Magazine, published in Glasgow, 
says: “Her chateau of San Souci, once be. 
longing to the Bourbon princes, has been 
converted by the artistic taste of the mar- 
quis into one of the most beautiful resi- 
dences about Paris. Here and in their 
Paris home they keep open house and het 
ladyship’s genuine kindness and charm of

manner gather around her representatives 
of every nationality. Many musicians and 
artists make their first step on the ladder 
of fame in her hospitable salons.” 

Gilbert Raoul. Count D’Oyley. the elder 
of the two living sons of the Marquis and 
Marchioness D’'Oyley, is notably one of the 
handsomest young Men in France and took 
his Qegrees in the University of Sorbonne. 
He is a distinguished Swordsman and is 
said to combine in hig skillful manipulation 
of that weapon all the splendid sword-play 
of the French nobleman, with the quick 
sight and irresistible dash, manifesting 
his American blood. 

Viscount Aliastais Ivan D’Oyley, the 
young son of the marquis ang marchioness, 
is of princely beauty and in his classic pro- 
file, strength of expression and Scottish 
costume, teils the story of blue blvod on 
both sides of his family.

A Western Press Woman 
Issues an Interesting Letter. 


Mrs, Minnie J. Reynolds, editor woman’s 
department of The Rocky Mountain News, 
Denver, Col., and chairman of the press 
committee of the forthcoming biennial con- 
vention of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, has sent the following cir- 
cular letter to the official organs of the 
state federations throughout the country. 
It reads: : 

“In view of the fact that the fourth bien- 
nial of the General Federation of Woman's 
Clubs will meet in Denver June 22d next, 
the club world, which now numbers its indi- 
viduals in every state, and almost every 
hamiet, of the union, is specially interested 
in the clubs of Denver. There are about 
100 clubs in the state of Colorado, the num- 
ber equaling that of many states which 
have severai times the population of Colo- 
rado. These belong to the Colorado feder- 
ation, and before the biennial comes, they 
will all belong to the general federation. 
Some of them are waiting fer their annual 
mecstings, which occur in the spring, before 
ederating with the Genera] Federation of 

Voman’s ube. In Denwer are 
about twenty-five federated clubs. These 
are small liter or study clubs, with 
memberghip ranging from twenty-five to 
fifty, with the exception of three. The lat- 
ter ry ty 32g Woman's Club, of Denver, the 
North Side Woman’s Club, and the Denver 
eection of the Jewish Woman's Council. 
The two last named are organizations of 
about 200 members each, und afe success 
ful, energetic and progressive organizations. 
It is the Woman's Club, however, with its 
thousand members and its remarkable 
growth and progress, which will be the 
chief hostess of the biennial, and to which 
the visitors will look as te chief exponent 
of Colorado eclubdom. 

“The Woman's Club will keep open house 
during the hiennial. In its large, pleasant 
rooms, which are logated near the Broad- 
way theater, in which the convention will 
be held, there will be fresh flowers, the 
cooling lemonade and the grateful ice; 
couches and easy chaifs, magazines and 
papers, and committees in attendance. 
There, club women from different parts of 
the country may meet and discuss mutual 
interests, when the convention grows tire 
some, and each learn something from the 
interehange of ideas. This arrangement, 
of course, is entirely distinct from the usual 
bureau of information, which will be lo- 
caied in the theater, and where everythin 
from pins te a bicycle inn will be foun 
The Broddway, which has been chosen as 
the convention hali, is a beautiful opera 
house, with a seating capacity of about 
2,000. As many Denver women have spoken 
from its platform, with ease both to them- 
selves and theiy audiences, it was thought 
that the vexed question of acoustics would 
not arise to trouble, as it does in 6o many 
woman's conventions. The theater will be 
freshly decorated each day with the famous 
wild flowers of the Rockies, freshly gath- 
ered and sent in from the mountains by the 
women of the mountain towns. Pretty 
giris, in fresh summer gowns, will act as 
ushers and their little sisters will serve 
as pages; all club women, for in Denver 
the clubs of older women have annexes 
and extensions which take in girls all the 
way down to twelve years of age.

In Texas the democratic state com- 
mittee has met and prepared all the pre- 
liminaries for this year’s campaign. 
They have also prescribed a test for 
those who propose to take part in the 
coming primaries. 

This test will be applied to 
whose democracy the managers 
primaries may have reason to 
It is as follows: 

1. Are you a democrat and will you vote 
for the democratic nominees at the ensu- 
ing election? 2. Did you vote for the oppo- 
gition to either the national democratic 
ticket nominated at Chicago or the state 
democratic ticket nominated at Fort Worth 
at the general election in November, 1896? 

An affirmative answer _to the first 
question and a negative answer to the 
second question shall be necessiry to 
qualify the proposed voter in the en- 
suing democratic primaries. 

This test is of the steel-plated pattern 
and is intended to shut out of the party 
those who went flying after McKinley- 
ism or billbynumism in 1896. As a mat- 
ter of course, the democrats:-of Texas 
know what they are about, and it is with 
no purpose of criticising their action, 
or even remotely suggesting criticism, 
that we remark in regard to the test we 
have quoted that it is more sweeping 
than the one likely to be adopted in 
Georgia. The presumption naturally is 
that the advocates of billbynumism in 
Texas have made themselves so cbnox- 
ious to the people that the democrats do 
not desire to affiliate with them. 

In Georgia, on the other hand, they 
played their parts with becoming mod- 
esty, some of them deciding at the last 
moment to support the democratic c:.di- 
dates. Their strength was so insignifi- 
cant that their position excited good- 
humored ridicule rather than harsh 
criticism. We believe that the majority 
of those who advocated billbynumism in 
Georgia were misled by the blind belief 

. that Clevelandism was democracy. 

In this view of the case The Constitu- 
tion ‘has not advocated any test that 
would keep penitents out of the fold. 
On the contrary, it has suggested that 
men who are willing to accept the Chi- 
eago platform and who will pledge them- 
selves to support the democratic candi- 
dates shall be eligible to participate in 
the primaries. Of course, this does not 
apply to those who are so opposed to 
democracy that they cannot accept the 
Chicago platform. Active opponents of 
the doctrines set forth in that declara- 
tion cannot be expected to take part in 
democratic primaries. 

It may be interesting to Georgia demo- 
crats to know that'the Texas committee 
unanimously decided that the primaries 
should be held on one day—July 9th— 
{in every county in the state, and that 
they should be by ballot. We judge 
from this that the Texas democrats have 
been somewhat worried by what Bill 
Arp would call “the scatteration plan’’ 
of holding primaries,which gives the ami- 
able gentlemen who know how to log- 
roll-and pull wires an opportunity tec 
“encourage” democrats by appearing at 
the primaries in the different counties. 

We judge also that the “mass meeting’ 
has outlived its usefulness in Texas, as 
it has in Georgia. A crowd of ten or 
fifteen choice spirits (oF even three or 
four) can assemble, resolve themselves 
ingo a “mass meeting” and carry things 
cmmtrary to the wishes of a majority of 
the ncople. Georgia has had some rich 
ana racy and also deplorable experiences 
of this sort. 

It will please Georgia democrats to 
hear that the Texas committee indorsed 
the Chicago platform and William J 
Bryan with a whoop of enthusiasm, and 
thus set in motion in that state the dem- 
ocratic campaign of 1898. 

The campaign in Georgia wil] 
opened with like enthusiasm. 
committee will shortly meet 
will then be set in motion. 
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The Cuban Question. 
The Maine incident has no bearing 
hatever on the attitude of this country 
moward the Cubans who are struggling 
> to break the bonds that bind them to 


government. The fact that the 
ship has been sent to the bottom. of 
Havana harbor does not by the weight 
of a feather add to the sum of our re- 
Sponsibilities in the matter of interven- 
ing to put an end tothe useless war, 
and of using our best efforts to aid the 
Cubans in placing their government on 
a substantial basis, 

This was our duty in the ten years’ 
war, it was our duty two years ago; it 
is our duty now; and it would be our 
duty, and no less pressing, if the (Maine 
were riding at anchor in the harbor of 
Key West. The people see and under- 
stand the situation; it is only the ad- 
ministration that fails to perceive and 
perform the duties it assumed in the 
platform declarations of the wrepublican 
party. “\ ee 

The Maine incident is entirely sepa- 
rate and distinct from the~responsibili- 
ties of the American people with respect 
to the independence of Cuba. It should 
be dealt with on independent grounds. 
If, as ROW seems certain, the explosion 
was brought about through Spanish 
agencies, the Spanish government should 
be made to pay a sum sufficiently large 
to cover the cost of the vessel and to 
indemnify, as best as can be, the faml- 
lies of the unfortunate marines and sea- 
men who are the victims of this revolt- 
ing exhibition of treachery. 

In short, the settlement of the matter 
should not be permitted to interfere in 
any way with the policy of the American 
people with respect to Cuba's freedom— 
a policy announced in the platforms of 
all parties and emphasized by the sym- 
pathies which our people are knowa to 
entertain for the Cuban patriots. 

It is natural, of course, that the de- 
struction of the Maine should intensify 
the desires of the American people to 
see Spanish influence blotted out in 
Cuba, but the administration will stul- 
tify the people should it base interven- 
tion in Cuba on the destruction of the 
Maine. There should be intervention. 
but it should be based on high grounds 
The reason for it exists in the well- 
known attitude of the American people 
which was fixed and unalterable long 
before the Maine was wrecked. 

Meanwhile, the administration seems 
to be moving to take advantage of this 
incident»as one that gives it an excuse 
for engaging with Spain in a trial of 
war. Even a jingo must see that such 
an excuse borders on the farcial. Hu- 
manity demands, not that the United 
States shall declare war as the result of 
an incident which cannot by any possi- 
bility be traced officially to Spain, but 
that the great republic shall put an end 
to Spanish butchery in Cuba and aid in 
setting that island on its feet as an in- 
dependent republic. 
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Textile Schools Needed. 

If the south expects to wrest from 
New England the scepter of industrial 
supremacy she cannot afford to ignore 
the importance of textile education. In- 
deed, at this critical juncture, when the 
New England cotton manufacturers are 
seriously considering the advisability of 
transferring their‘establishments to this 
section, it behooves our people to make 
good at once the only essential item in 
which the south is deficient. 

At the last session of the Georgia leg- 
islature a measure was passed appro- 
priating the sum of $10,000 to the Geor- 
gia School of Technology for textile in- 
struction; but this sum is not available 
until the trustees and friends of that in- 
stitution have succeeded in raising an- 
other $10,000 preliminary thereto. Pres- 
ident Hall is anxious to raise this need- 
ed sum at the earliest possible moment 
and urgently calls upon the liberal bus- 
iness men of the state to aid him in 
the effort. He hag already addressed 
personal letters to the various textile 
manufacturers in Georgia and expectg to 
receive gratifying responses from these 
letters within the next few days. TEvery 
citizen of this state who is interested in 
the development of its iresources and 
who is able to contribute anything to 
the cause of textile education should aid 
President Hall in raising the needed 
sum. 

Until the south is provided with tex- 
tile schools it will be impossible for her 
to engage successfully in the manufac- 
ture of the finer fabrics, and she will 
be forced to send her raw cotton away 
from home to have it manufactured into 
these fabrics, thereby losing the profits 
which she might otherwise put into her 
own pockets. The shrewd business sense 
of our people should not allow the south 
to suffer in competition with other sec- 
tions for the want of textile instruction 
and there should be no delay encounter- 
ed in raising the sum which is needed at 
this time to equip the Georgia School of 
Technology with textile appliances. 


Our Merchant Vessels. 

Too much stress cannot be laid upon 
the importance of building up our mer- 
chant marine’ service. Thirty-eight 
years ago the United States owned as 
many commercial vessels as Great Brit- 
ain, but today Great Britain owus three 
times as many as the United States 
Most of our foreign trade relations at 
the present time are carried on through 
the medium of foreign vesseis. 

This is not to our credit, nor is it to 
our profit either; and why our enterpris- 
ing importers should allow it ‘to be is 
something which cannot be reconciled 
with wide-awake American enterprise 
The following table shows how the ton- 
nage of our American marine service has 
dwindled while that of Great Britain’s 
has increased:

A Review of Cubn’s Struggle. 
On February 24th last the Cuban strug- 
gle reached its third anniversary. In 


are somewhat reduced, but in fearless 
determination they are still character- 
ized by the same inflexible spirit which 
they carried into the field three years 
ago, and from one end of the island to 
the other the fires of independence still 
burn. 7 

For the past few days the interest of 
the American public has been centered 
upon the problems growing out Cof the 
destruction of our battleship Maine; but 
while the special commission is faithful- 
ly endeavoring to ascertain the cause 
of this horrible disaster it may not be 
amiss at this time to review briefly the 
principal developments of the Cuban war 
since the breaking out of hostilities. In 
making this review it ig not necessary to 
inquire into the causes of the war, for 
these are sufficiently well known already 
On February 24th, 1895, the Cubans rais- 
ed the standard of revolt in the prov- 
inces of Santiago and Mantanzas and 
notified the home authorities that they 
would submit no longer to the galling 
yoke of Spanish despotism. AIn spite of 
the vigorous efforts of the home author- 
ities to put down the insurgents the revo- 
lutionary movement grew apace. Some 
of the most influential citizens of the 
island, including Gomez, Masso, Rabi. 
Marti, Cisneros and others, arrayed them- 
selves under the insurgent banner. When 
the patriot forces were ready for or- 
ganization General Maximo Gomez was 
placed in command and hostilities com- 
menced in good earnest. Im vain Cap- 
tain General Callejo sought to quell the 
insurrection. Every inducement was 
offered to the insurgents, but without 
avail. ‘Within two months from the 
time of the Cuban outbreak it became 
evident to Spain that she was in great 
danger of losing her colonial possession 
and that in order to save it she must 
exert her best efforts. Accordingly, in 
April, 1895, Captain General Martinez 
Campos took charge of affairs on the 
island, displacing Captain General Cal- 
lejo. But in spite of the prestige which 
this renowned Spanish officer’ brought 
into the field, he failed utterly to subdue 
the insurgent forces. One Cuban victory 
followed close upon another until finally 
at the end of the first year of hostilities 
Spain realized that in order to put down 
the uprising she must change her plan 
of campaign. Thereupon Captain Gen- 
eral Campos was recalled home and Cap- 
tain General Weyler appointed to aic- 
ceed him. With the brutal and ferocious 
tactics which Captain General Weyler 
put into effect on his arrival in Cuba 
the civilized world is familiar; but, in 
spite of the savage inhumanity of these 
tuctics, the Spanish butcher made little 
improvement on the record of his pre- 
decessor. He found that the spirit of 
independence pervaded every mook and 
corner of the island, and that even the 
utmost resources of his cruelty were 
powerless to suppress it. Of course 
with the death of the brave insurgent 
leader, General Maceo, who sustained to 
General Gomez much of the same rela- 
tion which General Stonewall Jackson 
sustained to General Lee in our own late 
war, the cause of Cuban independence 
wavered temporarily, but ere another 
month had elapsed it blossomed out 
again with renewed strength and vigor 
Up to August, 1896, Spain had sent over 
to Cuba not less than 120,000 men, while 
the strength of the Cubain forces barely 
aggregated more than 40,000 men. In a 
contest so uneven it is little short of 
marvelous that the Cubans have man- 
aged to exist; and yet, in spite of over- 
whelming odds, they have glorified the 
flag of free Cuba with victories innumer- 
able. At this time there is no thought 
of giving up the struggle until Spain 
stands ready to acknowledge the inde- 
pendence of the island. 

Barely more than six months have 
elapsed since Captain General ‘Weyler 
Was superseded in the command of the 
Spanish forces in Cuba by Captain Gen- 
eral Blanco, and the latter has not yet 
had time enough to materially modify 
the plans of the former; but there is 
little ground to believe that he will suc- 
ceed in accomplishing what his prede- 
cessors have utterly failed to accom- 
plish. Cuba is destined to be free. If 
Spain is not already convinced of this 
fact she must be utterly blind, not only 
to the undaunted spirit of the insurgent 
forces, but to the limited extent of her 
own meager resources. With the be 
ginning of this fourth year of the Cu- 
ban struggle the outlook for the in- 
surgents is brighter than ever.

The pro- 
ducts are readily sold, and no competition 
is found so close ag to render it necessary 
for them to gell any variety of their 
products at a loss in order to effect a sale 
or meet the prices of competitors in an 
open market. The dividends earned by the 
Columbus mills are much larger than the 
earnings of the eastern mills aged in 
the manufacture of the same lety of 
g00ds. With the additional advantage of 
the cheapest electric power gold in any city 
in the south, which a wealthy local com- 
pany will soon be ready to supply to all 
comers, in large or smal] quantities, Co- 
lumbus is the most inviting field in the 
country for capital seeking investment in 
manufacturing enterprises.

But it is quite certain that this 
great privilege would never have been 
volunteered, and but for this business pru- 
dence on the part of the mill owners the 
profits of the mill here would have been 
greatly cut down. As it is, the output of 
the mill has been doubled within the last 
few months and it will not be long before 
the present bullding will be doubled in 
size.

LOTS OF ADVICE 


During His Short Career as a Candidate 
for ‘ Governer. 


SOME TOLD HIM NOT TO RUN 


And Others Urged Him in Strong 
Terms To Make the Race. 


THE GIST OF WHAT HIS FRIENDS SAID 


Sam Declares He Enjoyed His Brief 
Experience and Will Retire in Fa- 
vor of Colonel Candler. 


Cartersville, Ga., February 26.—(Spectal.)— 
The Rev. Sam Jones was not a candidate 
for governor for very long, but during the 
few days that he occupied such a position 
in the public eye he received ample assur- 
ance of the fact that he had many loyal 
friends throughout the state who would 
support him as earnestly and as enthusi- 
astically in politics as they had hitherto 
supported. him in the pulpit. In fact, the 
very mention of Sam’s name in connection 
was sufficient to call forth:a perfect deluge 
of letters and telegrams, and when his 
formal announcement was made this 
deluge reached the dignity of a flood, and 
overswept the: entire Janes family. To- 
night they are struggling with the litera- 
ture so suddeniy dumped upon them, and 
Sam himself has only found time to elevate 
his head above the pile long enough to say 
that he retires from the race in favor of 
Colonel Candler. 

It was the privilege of The Constitution 
representative here to look over a good 
many of the letters and telegrams re- 
ceived while Mr. Jones was considered to 
be in the race, and a few extracts from 
them may be of interest. The telegrams, 
short and abrupt, said ‘'you’ve paralyzed 
the politicians’’ and ‘“‘stuy in’’ and “you 
will win’ and “don’t run” and: “this is 
the opportunity of your life’ and ‘‘am for 
you on any old platform’ and ‘you will 
wipe old-time majorities out’’ and “don’t 
have anything to do with politics’ and 
“you're a winner’ and “‘stick to them” and 
“dead easy” and “in my opinion your run- 
ning for governor will be the mistake of 
your life’ and ‘‘don’t have anything to do 
with politics,’’ and a whole bushel of other 
advice equally conflicting in character.

There are all sorts of thieves, and those 
who have that which is stealable have 
to keep a sharp watchout for shrewdness 
and tragedy on the part of the rogues.

_ On Decatur street, near the Southern 
crossing, a man named Taylor runs a fam- 
ily grocery store. Yesterday morning Tay- 
lor noticed that the potatoes in a hamper 
near the rear door were getting fewer very 
suspiciously.

President Lyman Hall in addition to 
the one made by Trustee Parrott was re- 
ceived yesterday morning. 

The donation comes in the shape of a 
check for $100 from Mr. Aaron French, a 
muillionaire of Pittsburg, Pa. He has read 
of the action of the legislature in regard 
to the establishment of a textile school in 
Atlanta, and has become greatly interested 
in the movement. He is in hearty sym- 
pathy with it and believes it to be an 
opportunity of which Georgia should not 
fail to take advantage, Last summer he 
met Captain Hall at a summer resort, and 
they became warm friends. In his letter 
to Captain Hall, received yesterday morn- 
ing, he asks to be kept posted on the 
progress of the textile department, and 
states he expects to place his grandson in 
the technological school next year. 

The work of raising the funds necessary 
to obtain the amount appropriated by the 
state is progressing, and the faculty, the 
students and the aluzymuni are taking much 
interest in it. 

A circular letter was sent out yesterday 
to all the leading cotton manufacturers in 
Georgia, telling them of the importance 
of the textile department and asking them 
to assist in the raising of the necessary 
$10,000. It is expected that good results will 
be obtained from these Jetlers, since the 
cotton men are the ones who are chiefiy 
interested in a school of this kind, as they 
derive the ultimate benerit from it in ob 
laining capabie and well-trained superin- 
tendents. 

Georgia is the only state in the south in 
whith a textile school is contemplated. A 
bill for a scnool of this. Kind was presented 
iO the legusiuature of Mississ:ppi, but falled 
LO, 60 through, leaving Geourg.a the omy 
slate in the soutn.likeiy to have a textile 
school, 

in speaking of the matter yesterday 
morning, Captain Hall said: + 

“iL aay Gepeuus on the people of Georgia 
whether or not we raise tne almouni of 
luouey réquirea by the bill. We are re- 
Celvilig much encouragement, and tne ln 
dusttual papers throughout the north are 
Speaking OL Georgias great opportunily, 
aid urging us to exert all Qur energies 
toward ruising the money. 

“The esiabushment of the textile school 
is €xuctiy in line with the tendencies of all 
the fEactories of the east to come soutn, 
lt ls 
something the south has needed for many 
years, and gives Georgia a lead, since she 
will pe the only southern state with a 
school of this Kind. 

“The business men.and manufacturers of 
the staie will be called upon to do their 
part, and the importance or anything they 
do «<annot be too greatiy impressed upon 
them,” 

The following Ictter was sent out to 
the cotton munufacturers: 

‘*Atianta, Ga., February 20, 1898.—The leg- 

islature of the state of Georgia at the last 
session appropriated 310,000 tor the estab- 
lishinent of a textile department in the 
School of Technoiogy,. provided that the 
fr.erads of the school contribute $10,000 ad- 
ditienal. 
. “It becomes the duty of the local board 
of trustees to bring this matter beilore 
the citizens of the state and to ask the 
friends of technical education for donations 
to the proposed department of textiles 

“The establishment of this department 
means & great deal to the commercial in- 
terests: of the state, to our manufactur- 
ing industries and to our young men. 

“Textile instruction cannot be obtained 
in mills which run on a commercial basis 
for several reasons: 

‘1. Superintendents are too much occupled 
to give instruction, and in many Cases, 
they are not specially qualified for such 
work. 

“2. The machinery in any one mill ts Iim- 
ited as to variety. 

“23 No systematic or scientific training 
can be had in a short time. 

“4. In southern mills no opportunity ex- 
ists for instruction in the manufacture 
of the higher grades of cotton goods. 

“It is proposed to establish a_ textile 
echool here in which young men and wo- 
men can obtain a complete textile course, 
which shall include cotton picking, card~- 
ing, combing, spinning, warp preparation, 
weaving on all varieties of looms, textile 
calculations, chemistry and dyeing. 

“The local board of trustees call for aid 
from cotton manufacturers, merchants and 
citizens who are interested in the advance- 
ment of our manufacturing industries and 
the scientifie manipulation of that great 
staple in whose fibers are to be found the 
future greatness, wealth and prosperity 
of our people.

President Hall believes that when the 
textile school is established the attendance 
of the Technological school will reach 5&0. 
This year the enrollment was 260. 

The faculty and the students are work- 
ing to raise money for the textile depart- 
ment and a large number of small donations 
have been made. It is probable that $1,000 
will be raised among the faculty, the stu- 
dents and the alumni. 

If the money is raised it is believed that 
the buildings will be erected and the schoo] 
be in full operation by January 1, 1899. The 
plans are in course of construction and will 
be ready in a few days. 

The manager of one of the leading textile 
schools in this country has charge of the 
matter of making a list of the machinery 
necessary for the equipment, and as soon 
as this list arrives the manufacturers of 
textile machinery will be asked to make 
donations. It is believed that all the neces- 
sary machinery will be donated. 

The leading industrial pap¢rs, as already 
stated, have taken great interest in the 
movement to establish a textile schoo] in 
Georgia, and speak of it in highest terms. 

The majority of the papers have printed 
articies relating to the subject, and all 
agree that the opportunity is one the state 
should not let slip by. They call attention 
to the fact that the school to be establish- 
ed here will be the only one in the south, 
and that, since the south is the great cot- 


ton growing country of the world, the need 


of the institution is felt. 

The Manufacturers’ Record, of February

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In the Schuyler mansiog one of the old | 
landmarks of the city of Albany, .N. Y., 
there is a great hall with a wide stairway 
leading to the upper stories of the dwell- 
ing. The massive hand-carved rail of this 
staircase is famous in local history from 
the fact that it still shows the deep gash 
made by anu Indian’s tomahawk during a 
hostile raid upon the house more than one 
hundred years ago. It was in August of the 
year 1781, during the revolutionary War 
that a party of Tories, Canadians and In- 
a bold attempt to kidnap the 
American general, Philip Schuyler, and 
carry him into the British lines. 

They broke into the doors of the house, 
and failing to find the general, who was 
secreted in an upper story room, they 
sacked the premises. Immédiately atfier 
the assailants gained to the house 
the general's wife discovered ‘that her in- 
fant child had been left in the nursery 
which was on the ground floor, and was 
then in possession of the raidefs. 

Frantic with terror she started to get 
the child, bu:t a grown daughter took her 
place in th’s dangerous crowd, snatched 
the child out of the cradle and ran up the 
stairway. An Indian who saw her hurled 
his tomahawk after her retreating form. 
The weapon grazed the dres; of the re- 
treating girl, passed close to the head 
of the infant and buried jtself in the bal- 
uster. An alarm having been given the 
invaders took to speedy fi-giut with their 
hastily collected booty.

One of ‘ther grandcMiidren, Katherine 
Schuyler Baxter, has just published a 
unique work; historical and biographical, 
reaching from late colonial times through 
the revolution, and well on toward the 
first half century of the republ ec. 

The title of the book is “A God-Child 
of Washington: A Picture of the Past.”

I found the covers of “Ribstone Pip- 
pins” so attractive that I was in no hurry 
to glance inside. [t affords a sensation of 
pure delight to look upon and handle a 
book -of such agsthétic mefits as the one 
in question. I plead guilty to belonging 
to the class of “‘yulgar Americans, whose 
eyes are in thelr fingers.” 

When I leisurely and contentedly turned 
to the opening of the story the charm was 
not dispelled, but to some extent was in- 
crease&i. I found myself in a country with 
the smile of God upon it. It was the hour 
of sunset, Sea and land and sky were 
tremulous with lilac and gold; in the west 
“a large liquid star shone in a lake of the 


exquisite clear green of gsunset.”’ 
[ liked the ‘Wetture and it comes to me 


that “‘Ribstone Pipping’’ is a picture gal- 
lery, full of exqwisite landscapes, rather 
than portraits of human beings. The scene 
is laid in the eountryside of the south of 
England and the simple characters and 
simple lives of the men and women touched 
upon; lack the lack vitality and vividness 
of the beautiful natural world that en- 
virons them. 

Jacob Hardinge, the central figure of the 
story, is almost painfully alive to the rhy- 
them of the giorious, palpitating life about 
him. In a dumb way, he feels that heis a 
part of the grand harmony; yet with the 
spell of the twilight hour full upon him, he 
can only say when his ola “grammar” calls 
to know why he does not come in, “ Tis 
ter’ble pleasant outdoors.”’

There fs much that is solemn, even spirit- 
ual, in the attitude of Jacob to his sweet- 
heart. He worships her from afar, and 
when he describes her to a saucy, flippant 
shop girl he becomes deeply serious and 
has the power of words. 

“Her vaace,"’ he tells the girl, “be the 
same color as an apple tree when he es 
vully blomed all over en. Her mouth be 
the zaame color as a apple tree when the 
hred knaps is all over en avore the vilower 
openeth. The maaid hath shinin’ gray 
eyes and her hair be the zaame colour as 
a bay horse, zaame as wold Cherrlie, our 
thill horse.’’ 

Oh, those ribstone pippins! They must be 
the most delicious pippins in the world, 
and they are so much a part of the story 
that We really get a taste of them, just as 
we have often done of Sam Weller’s ‘‘weal 
pie.’’ 

In every page the mystery and delight 
of the natural world is so exquisitely woven 
in by the author that nature-lovers will be 
apt to pass over the many fifie character 
touches of the book. I can scarcely think 
of a story by the author of “‘The Silence 
of Dean Maitland,” in which these line 
touches would be lacking. 

The conversation between Jacob and 
Grammar, the dear old woman, with the 
wholesome face and ‘‘cheeks streaked with 
red, like a ripe russet apple.’’ (I am so hun- 
ety for an apple I ean searcely write!) 
is exceptionally clever and full of uncon- 
scious humor on the old woman's part.

George Vincent, asadjistant professor of 
eociology in the University of Chicago, 
has given to students of social philosophy 
an exceedingly valuable work. The book 
makes little pretension to original re- 
search in sociological fields, but seeKs rath- 
er to present the gradual! foundation among 
the philosophers of the fascimating idew 
that ‘in ft development of society we are 
witnessing the growth of a vast psychic 
organism to which individuals are intrinsl- 
cally related and in Which they alone iind 
self realization.”’ 

The doctrine of the evolution of this 
‘‘monster’’ composed of an aggregation of 
human microbes, is full of captivating 
mysticism, It is this mysticism doubtless 
which has made ita favorite theme of spec- 
ulation among philosophers. Many of them 
have suggested startling analogies, and 
have carried their analysis of the attributes 
of this supposed physic entity to extreme 
lengths. 

One thing is certain, if such an organ- 
ism is now in process of growth it is still 
in a rudimentary stage of development.

A WOMAN'S VIEW OF THE 
GUBERNATORIAL CONTEST 


Intuition gets'the credit for all of wo- 
man’s accurate mental processes. She may 
be right in her jua@gment of things often, 
but by the custom of ages the result is al- 
ways attributed to woman's faculty of in- 
tuition. 

Sometimes this very intuition is better 
than Man's judgment, but this truth has 
never served to obtain the feminine view of 
public questions—politics, for instance—any 
serious consideration. Unquestionably wo- 
man should keep out of politics in the sense 
of participating actively in a campaign, 
but she has a right to her views, and in the 
event she has avceess to newspaper col- 
umns, a right to express them. 

The women aré no less interested than 
the men in the present gubernatorial cam- 
paign, and the four gentiemen who are now 
before the public as. eandidates have been 
carefully weighed ‘ana compared by them, 
I do not disparage any of the other candi- 
dates and I certainly speak what appear: 
to be the universal sentiment of al! the 
women with whom I have taiked when Il 
say that the feminine half of the state 
would have been heartily satisfied had 
there been but one candidate in the field— 
the first one. 

I believe a woman's judgment of a man in 
the matter of his broader qualities is as 
often right as a man’s. She is never satis- 
fied with a weak, yacillating man, who im- 
bibes his motive power from almost any- 
body stronger than himse’f with whom he 
may come in contact. She demands that 
he be honest in all things, ideal in his 
domestic life, and true to the people. 

The women of the land have a G@eeper 
contempt for the mere politician than the 
men have, possibly because they have not 
been hardened by contact with the sharp 
practices of shrewd, designing men. They 
admire the breve an who is strong 
enough to stand dlone, independent of al] 
the ‘baser influences of politica] campaigns, 

They want a sturdy man for governor, 
not a butterfly, not an exquisite, but a 
well-seasoned, well-rounded man, !n whose 
hands the reins of power will be ably held. 
The women, More alert to public affairs 
than they are generally considered to be, 
felt that all of these fequistes were to be 
found in the personality of Hon, Allen D. 
Candler, when he announced for governor, 
and his cadidacy was indorsed by them as 
generally as it seemed to be by the whole 
state. They were greatly disappointed 
when other gentlemen came into the race; 
not that the new candidates were unfit 
or unworthy, but the first one was s0 emi- 
nently fit a8’ to Make his selection without 
opposition desirable. Colonel Candler has a 
record that ail must admire and I believe 
women are ahead of men in their apprecia- 
tion of the qualities of strength and cour- 
age. He is a self-made man and women 
appreciate as well as any one else, whether 
by intuition or not, that there is inherent 
power in the character which unhelped by 
other influences lifts itself from obscurity 
to a place of commanding influence. There 
is rugged force, the quality that makes 
rulers of men, and when that stern, un- 
conquerable quality is linke@ with the 
purest of motives, the most unpretentious 
democracy, with a record of useful service 
back of it all, the state should deem itseif 
fortunate which may have its services. 
Without: a word in derogation of the excel 
lent gentlemen who oppose him, the judg- 
ment of the women of the state is that the 
exciting contest now is useless and un- 
called for. It would seem to me that with 
an aspirant of such high character as Colo- 
nel Candler, the powers which should rule 
in politics, if they do not. should 
make a contest out of the ques 
tion. The women of Georgia would 
like to see a man of the heroic qualities 
of Colonel Candler governor of the stato 
This is no merely whimsical preference, 
but it is woman’s deep cunviction based 
on the keen appreciation of the virtues 
of manliness, honesty and integrity. 

This does not mean that the other gentle- 
men are lacking in these qualities; 1 
means that Colonel Candler, being the pos. 
sessor of them in an eminent degree and 
being the first in the fieid, is entitled te 
first consideration. 

This is a woman’s view, call it intuition 
or what you will. Perhaps it is be- 
cause Colonel Candler possesses so many 
of the strong and able qualities of his 
father, Daniel Candler. Here is an article 
from The Rome Georgian, written by one 
of that paper's contributors:

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Water and Hygiene.

Water is one of the 
most fruitful 
disease. That most malignant destroyer, 
typhoid, is almost invariably 
Impure and disease-laden water. Typhoid 
Is a disgrace, a blot on mynicipal reputa- 
tion. It is uncleanliness, it is filth, it is 
disease, it ‘s death. These are not mere 
assertions, they are thoroughly establishel 
facts. Universal experience confirms the3e 
facts. Take the record of Massachusetis— 
thickly populated, thoroughly alive to hy- 
gienic conditions, accurate in investigating 
and effective in remedying all menaces to 
public health. In 1856 not one-fourth of 
her population were supplied with public 
Water or water properly filtered and freed 
from disease. During this year the weils 
ami surface springs caused the death by 
typhoid fever of over 92 to each 100,000 of 
population. In 1895, when the extension of 
pub.ic waterworks supplied over€6 per cent 
cf Massachusetts’ population, the typhoid 
deaths had dropped to only 36 per 100,000 
people. Now these statistics are reliable. 
The experience in our own city is remark- 
able. Our main disease here is typhoid, or 
rather was, and -it was a menace indeed. 
With the extension of the city’s water 
mains, giving an abundance of the purest 
water at a less cost than.any city in the 
United States, typhoid was driven beyond 
the ends of the water mains until today 
the physician does not diagnose for typhoid 
unless the patient uses well water. There 
is not probably a well of water in this city 
or any other that is not contaminated and 
unfit to use. Public health and municipal 
welfare demand that every well be filled 
and their necessary concomitant, the noi- 
s0me sanitary wagon, abolished. It is not 
a question of expediency—it is a personal 
matter of health and economy to every 
man, woman and child in our city to see 
that the city water mains go to every house, 
It is the only efficient and practical health 
assurance; amd water rents are cheaper 
than sickness and disability and death. 


Fungi. 

All fungi, says Professor Jelliffe, are bo- 
tanical beasts of prey: The types that live 
upon the human body are the germs that 
produce cholera, typhoid fever, consump- 
tion, etc. Yeast lives upon the flour and 
sugar in the process of bread-making, 
molds upon fruits, preserves, ete. Toad- 
stools and mushrooms, the higher fungi, 
live upon decayed vegetable and animal 
matter. 


Salt. 

Contrary to the general belief that salt 
is an essential part of our daily diet, Cap- 
tain Poindexter, assistant surgeon in the 
United States army, maintains that it 
would be better to substitute for its use 
certain vegetable condiments, such as 
sugar, pepper, horse radish, spices, cran- 
berry sauce, pickles, vinegar, olive oil, 
etc. He says that personally he has not 
been so situated that he could stop the 
use of salt absolutely, but he has reduced 
it to a minimum and finds himself gen- 
eraliy better physically and mentally. He 
finds .in his own case that the senses of 
taste and hearing are apparently more ac- 
tive than when he used salt more freely. 
His hair, which had begun to fall off, had 
ceased doing so. His skin seems safter and 
clearer than before, and there are many 
other favorable changes; The broad hy- 
pothesis he adopts is that mineral ‘matter 
as derived directly from the earth {s, if not 
potsonous, unassimilable and unnecessary 
for our bodies. He holds, however, that 
salt is an irritable poison, causing an irri- 
tation or sensitiveness of the tissues, as it 
circulates through the body and conse- 
quently induces a tendency to digease. In 
the laboratories it is. found that salt has 
no germ-killing properties, but when placed 
in bouillon for the cultivation of germs the 
latter thrive in the mixture. He makes no 
allusion to the belief entertained as to the 
virtues of salt as a solvent when taken into | 
the system.

Why Broad-Tired Wheels Pay. 


A wagon going up hill requires more 
force to draw it than when it is moved on 
a level. When a wheel sinks in soft soll 
there is an elevation of the ground in- front 
of it equal to the depth of the sinking. 
When a narrow wheel sinks three or four 
inches in the ground the effect is precisely 
the same as if the wagon was going up 
the same incline when the broad whee! is 
used, but if it does not sink in the ground 
this obstacle does rbot exist. The surface 
of the wheel @oes not interfere in the 
least with the draft of a wagon even on 
eolid, hard ground, and it must be evident 
that the broad wheel will not cut into a 
road as a narrow one will, and thus on 
soft roads must be easiér draft. By the 
use of a broad-ttred wagon when a new 
road is being laid out, it will soon be roll- 
ed hard and solid, so that even a narrow- 
tired wagov will not cut in, but attempt 
to make a road during the average har- 
vest, winter or spring season with nar- 
row-tired wagons and the.job will usually 
prove a failure.—Roy Stone.

Value and Uses of Cotton Seed Waste. 

“Cotton seed waste, which e gererauion 
ago accumulated at the ginhouse, filled up 
the streams, rotted in the fields, and be- 
came an irritating nuisance, is now worth 
about $30,000,000 a year,’ writes Willlam 
George Jordan on ‘‘Wonders of the World's 
Waste,” in The Ladies’ Home Journal. 
“Every bale of cotton leaves 4 legacy of 
half a ton of seed, which, it 1s said, brings 
the planter nearly as much as his cotton. 
The oil is used for finer grades of soap, as 
a substitute for lard, and is so near Olive 
oil that an expert can hardly detect the 
difference. The hulls are. fed. to cattle, 
make an excellent fuel, are valuable as 
paper stock, and when burned the ashes 
make a fertilizer which is most efficacious. 
It has recently been discovered that cotton 
seed oil, with the addition of 138 per cent 
of crude India rubber, makes an imit ion 
which cannot be distinguished from genuine 
rubber.”’ 


Printing Newspapers by Electricity. 
wre ‘assier’s Magazine. 

5 ellipses aioe it is safe to say that not 
a single Hoe multiple printing press, on 
which the largest’ daily newspapers are 
usually printed, in the United was driven 
by a ‘direct-connected, slow-speed electric 
motor. Today, in New York city alone, i he 
Herald. Sun, Times and Journal have Bul- 
lock motors fixed to the main shaft of 
some or all of their presses, while The 
World has a Crocker-Wheeler motor as an 
auxiliary in case it should be desirable in 
an emergency to drive electrically. Other 
American cities outside of New York, such 
as Chicago, Philadelphia, San Francisco, 
Paterson and Toronto, have the same 
story to tell. 

When it is considered that a printing 
press for a daily newspaper is in use only 
a few hours out of each twenty-four, that 
its output may vary within very wide lim- 
its, and that under the old system steam 
must be kept up and belting running for @ 
considerable time before, and a considera- 
ble time after, the edition is actually print- 
ed, {it will be seen that the starting or s:op- 
ping of a press by the turnjpg of’a hand 
switch must result in a much more eco- 
nomical output of power. 

Among the practical difficulties which al- 
ways existed in the pressroom of a large 
daily newspaper run by belting was the 
fact that two men were always required to 
put the press in motion, if only for oiling 
purposes. This was because one man had 
always to stand by the belt to slip it on 
the pulley, while the other climbed up to 
oil bearings or to affix the semi-cylindrical 
stereotype plates on the printing cylinder. 
As the belt had only one invariable speed 
and as it took perceptible time for the maz 
at the press to call out to the man at the 
belt, and for the man at the belt to throw 
it on to the idle pulley, the press was fre- 
quently turned past the desired mark and 
had to be put through another revolution 
to again reach it. The electr.c motor, with 
twenty ‘different rates of speed between 
“dead slow’ and full speed, and with 
“stop” buttons placed within reach of a 
man’s hand in every part of the machine, 
has changed all this, so that what is now 
comfortable for one man to do was former- 
ly a thankless job for two men to attempt 
together. 

But not only have the daily newspaper 
presses, the rotary action of which re- 
sembles a high-speed lathe, been fitted with 
electric motors, but the weekly and month- 
ly illustrated magazines, which have flat- 
bed presses, have also been similarly equip- 
ped. And the chief lesson to be derived 
from the facts just set forth is not that 
publishers prefer electricity to belting, but 
that they find it cheaper, for sentiment has 
absolutely no place in a publishing office.

X-Rays in Accident Insurance.

The Roentgen rays promise to be of much 
help in determining the extent of injuries 
to policy holders in acéident insurance 
companies. One dishonest claimant inject- 
ed irritants in his arm not long ago, and 
asked the company for a considerable sum 
for a broken wrist. A surgeon was em- 
ployed by the company, ana although the 
member was swollen considerably, present- 
{oe much the appearance of a fracture, the 
X-rays showed the bones to be in perfect 
condition. The patient was naturally chag- 
rined at the discovery, but still thought he 
was ertitled to $25, which was of course 
refused. 

A still more interesting case was that of 
a New Orleans man who was thrown from 
his bicycle, fracturing his forearm. After 
considerable treatment a physician pro- 
nounced the bones united and the patient 
doing well. The latter, howéver, thought 
differently, experiencing sensations in his 
arm which caused him much pain and un- 
easiness. The Roentgen rays were resorted 
to, showing clearly .that the bones had 
never united and had not been properly set. 
A splinter of considerable size was also 
found-to be irritating the skin. The de- 
fect was soon remedied, and the period 
of disability for which the patient could 
make claim against the company conse- 
quently shortened.

In those days the 
old high-wheel bicycle was in use. and it 
was a common thing to see this gentleman 
iding about the city and neighboring 
vain He seemed to be happiest when 
seated on water-plug, curbstone or in a 
vacant lot surrounded by a crowd of boys 
telling interesting stories, or when alone 
with his dogs and gun in the fields and 
swamps. The little church where he 
preached many eloquent sermons has been 
burned and 1 do not know what has be- 
come of the congregatton, and really that 
has very little to do with what I am about 
to say, but I mérely mention it in passing. 
It so happened that; this young minister, 
being wnoder the Southern Presbyterian 
church, was called ta go to the mission 
fields of Africa. He went, and with him 
went the Rev. Mr. Lapley, a young white 
man from Alabama. They left home to- 
eether; they crossed the ocean together, 
they traveled, preached, prayed, sang and 

together among the brethren till 
one day while waiting at one point for his 
friend, Mr. Lapley, who was Just then at 
another place—the sad news came to him 
that his friend and co-worker, Mr. Lapley, 
was dead, 

The person of whom I speak is Rev. W. 
H. Sheppard, . R. S. How the death of 
his friend affected him, we who heard him 
speak when he visited this country a few 
years ago know. 

But I wish to say that Rev. Sheppard is 
still living and doing great work in the 
heart of Africa. He wrote quite an inter- 
esting letter to Mr. Moses Amos this week, 
which TI had the pleasure of reading. 

He says he has been on several expedi- 
tions and has diseovered new tribes with 
new customs, new kings, new rivers, lakes, 
mountains, etc. He is now at Juebo, Kas- 
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sai district, American Presbyterian Congo 
mission, Congo Independent State, South- 
west Africa. 

He says in most of his journeys he has 
been treated kindly. Sometimes he enters 
a hostile vfllage, and they will ask him if 
he can ‘‘trot.’’ When on his exploring ex- 
pedition Rev. Sheppard has with him a 
large caravan of natives. 

He says where he now {ts the Lord has 
blessed his efforts, and he has a large, 
comfortable chureh with a membership of 
175. The church was built by him, and has 
a large bell which calls the natives up to 
worship. He has translated fourteen 
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hymns into the language of his tribe. All 
of his preaching, praying and singing are 
done in the native tongue; but sometimes he 
has a mixed congregation, them he has to 
preach in ‘Bakettie, Boluba, “Lulua and 
Bakula. 

He then speaks of his family. his palm 
plantation and banana tree; h’'s bicycle, 
his monkeys, ducks, chickens, goats, sheep, 
one cow, ete. He then tells of the many 
visitors—natives—that are fhen in his yard 
waiting to be seen. Some have come for 
one thing and some for another. Among 
these visitors were a crowd of men armed 
with poisoned arrows and long béws, who 
asked that they be allowed to search the 
premises for a slave girl that has run 
away. This girl was perhaps running to 
save her life. judging from the following 
sentence: “‘My old friend King Lukenga 
died more than a year ago and the new 
king and people are still killing slaves to 
accompany the King into the unknown. The 
number of slaves and free people sacrificed 
has swollen to the enormous numbers of 
700, and it is not yet finished."’ He says: 
“The new king’s mother has died, so an- 
other staughter will arise.’’ 

When the reader finishes the above gen- 
tence he will no doubt give a deep sym- 
pathetic sigh for those poor heathen; but 
how about the 9,090 souls that were sac- 
rificed to kings, liquor, infanticide, jealousy, 
suicide, lynch and others here in this Chris- 
tian land of progress and intelligence dur- 
ing the past year? Oh! let us turn 
our eyes within; let us cleanse our own 
hearts. and homes. 

Rev. Sheppard says he is happy in. his 
faraway home. His many friends here and 
e'sewhere will be glad to hear that he is 
well and doing well. In the very heart of 
Africa he is lifting up the cross that 
men may look and live. 

The southern Presbyterian church did a 
noble work in sending Rev. Sheppard to 
Africa. I hope he is still under their care 
and that they will today take up a large 
collection and send it to him for he de- 
serves every dollar he gets and more. I 
bid him godspeed. Many thanks to Mr. 
Moses Amos for the privilege of reading 
his very interesting letter from Rev. Shep- 
pard.,

These are the kind of wo- 
men and men we need. Those who will do 
more work and less talking. It is a good 
thing to be able to talk, but it is a far 
better thing to do something.

The following is a part of the letter writ- 
ten by Professor Booker T. Washington 
to the Louisiana constitutional con- 
vention relative to the suffrage 
of our people. It dis able and to the point: 

“The negro does not object to an educa- 
tional or property test, but let the law be 
so clear that no one clothéd with state 
authority will be tempted to perjure and 
degrade himself by putting one interpre- 
tation upon it for the white man and an- 
other for the black man. Study the nistory 
of the south and you will iind that where 
tnere has been the most dishomesty in the 
matter of voting there you wiil tind today 
the lowest moral condition of both races. 
there Was the temptation to act 
wrongly with the negros ballot. From 
this it Wus an easy step to dishonesty 
w.th the white man’s ballot, to the earry- 
ing of concealed weapons, to the murder of 
a negro, and then to the murder of a white 
man, and then to lynching. I entreat you 
not to pass such a law as will prove an 
eternal millstone about the neck of your 
children. 

“No man can have respect for government 
and officers of the law when he knows 
deep down in his heart that the exercise 
of the franchise is tainted with fraud. 

“The road that the south has been com- 
pelled to travel during, the last thirty 
years has been strewn with thorns 
thisties. It has been as one groping 
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time is not far distant when the world will 


begin to appreciate the real character of 
the burden that was imposed upon the 


impoverished, were given the franchise. 
No people had ever been given such a 
problem to solve. History had blazed no 
path throvgh the wilderness that could be 
followed. For thirty years we have wan- 
dered in the wilderness. We are beginning 
to get out. But there js but one road out, 
and all makesh‘fts, expedients, ‘profit and 
loss calculations,’ but lead into the swamps, 
quicksands, quagmires and jungles. There 
is a highway that will lead both races out 
into the pure, beautiful sunshine, where 
there will be nothing to hide and nothing 
to explain, where both races can grow 
strong and true and useful. in every fibre 
of their being. I beliewe that your conven- 
tion will find this highway. that it will en- 
act a fundamental law which will be abso- 
lutely just and fair to white and black 
alike.’’ 

Yes, all we ask $s a fair ‘chance in the 
race of life. Both races can live together 
here in peace and, indeed, we have got it 
to do—God has so ordered it—and we 
might just as well begin today as any 

ther. ; 


Bishop Grant's lecture Monday night was 
all that could be hoped for. His subject 
was: “A Plea for a Suspension of Judg- 
ment.”” He said many men—enemies of 
our people-—-had written and spoken con- 
cerning us, the world had listened and was 
now about to render its judgment: and, 
therefore, he begged for a suspension of 
judgment until his people could prove what 
they were, what they are and what they 
will be. After picturing the shortcomings, 
mistakes and faults of both races, 
he asked that since the white race 
has had 2,000 years to perfect  it- 
self, that judgment on the colored race 
be suspended for at least 150 years. He 
declared we were not dying out, since we 
have inereaseG nearly 6,000,000 in one gen- 
eration. When the war closed we were 
4,000,000. today we number nearly 10,000,000. 

Growing eloquent, the bishop declared 
there were no defenders of human rights 
in this country today. but all were cham- 
pions of gold and silver; there were no Sum- 
ners, no Garrisons and no Wendell Phillips. 
He said it was hard to find a man nowa- 
days that has the courage to say ‘“‘stop,”’ 
when he sees others going wrong. But, 
said he. “brethren, tt is better to go down 
with the right than triumph with the 
wrong. The lecture Was inspiring to all 
who heard it.

A Day at the Methodist Orphans’ Home, 
Near Decatur, 


AMONG THE HAPPY CHILDREN 


Some Reflection Suggested by What 
Was Seen and Heard at That 
‘|, , Institution, ie 


For The Constitution. 
Modest, homelike, yet grand in all its 
inspirations—this is the (Methodist Orphans’ 


home, just outside the corporate limits of 
Decatur, 


Two as pretty buildings and as homelike 
Surroundings as ever a heart could 
wish adorn a beautiful grove and furnish 


Shelter in as good a Cause as ever man 
invented, 


In this sweet Diace are housed and fed 
and clothed and loved and protected nine- 
five children, and so free from concealment, 
80 filled with healthy cheerfulness, so clean 
in dress and inviting in person are the 
little inmates here that it would be gurely 
but a hardened heart that could look upon 
them and not wish a God’s blessing upon 
the men and the women that have made 
the place what it is and that are still la- 
boring for its prosperity. 

The care of these children should lay 
merrily upon aff our hearts—so merrily that 
not only Methodists, but all te people of 
Georgia would find delight in #he contem- 
Plation of the saving of these immortai 
souls and aid substantially in the growth 
of a charity fitted to meet their physical 
wants and to keep them from being maim- 
ed and mutilated. 

As we looked upon these children and re- 
flected upon thelr conditions at the home 
end then mused as to what their condl- 
tion might have been had they been thrown 
into the usual haunts of misery and put 
in contact with the desperate associations 
of these haunts, our mind fails to measure 
the depth of good that is being accomplish- 
ed by the Methodists who control this 
home. 

We soon felt at home among these chil- 
dren and found much pleasure in “observ- 
ing them just as they are in their every- 
day life. Some were at books, some at 
work and some at play, and all of them 
were cheerful. It is a fact worthy of men- 
tion, we think, that not one face of all 
these children gave out a painful impres- 
sion, Not one babe, nor one small boy, 
nor one young girl impressed by their 
looks anything which suggeste@ the lonely 
condition of being an orphian, but, to the 
contrary, there was cheerfulness every- 
Where and a becoming pride and a mo- 
tive for exertion, just as would manifest 
itself in the home life of any well-regulated 
family of the common people. 

It was more than a passing pleasure for 
us to talk with these children, and it was 
a little strange to us to learn how memory 
Dlays a part in all the affairs of the hu- 
man family, lttie or big, old or young. 

A great many of these children have a 
full memory of their parents, while others 
have only a faint remembrance of those 
who loved them so well, and only a flitting 
shadow, as it were, of things connected 
with their early surroundings. Some of 
these memories are almost pathetic to hear 
them from the lips of these little ones, 
while others make us glad and fill our 
hearts with fuliness to exclaim: “God 
bless this home—God bless its manage- 
ment!” 

Here a bright little girl, with a woman’s 
eitt of gab, would be glib in telling of the 
sweet mother whom strangers buried while 
the family were journeying. As fast as 
she can wag her little tongue she will teil 
of how her good papa died and of how 
the mother sorrowed until she too died 
on the way to find friends. The kindness 
of the good peopie they found is not left 
out of the little story, and, more than apt, 
the little g:rl will handie in pride some 
trinkets given her about this time. As 
happy as she is you will see the tears be- 
gin to gather in her eyes as she reaches 
that part of her story when the mother 
brought her to the bedside and lay her 
poor, thin hand upon her little girl’s head 
and give her over to strangers and breath- 
ed her last breath in a blessing. This mem- 
ory will cling about the heart of this chiid 
down to the grave, and along with this 
one, in after years, there will be added 
some memories of this orphans’ home, and, 
methinks, she will tell of how she was 
taken in and cared for, and, in relating 
these last, she will unconsciously stick 
jewels in the crowns of the men and wo- 
men who have so devotedly consecrated 
themselves to the upbuilding of this great 
charity—surely, such ‘“‘bread upon the wa- 
ter’ will never be lost. 

You meet a girl and then a boy. Perhaps 
the very next will be such a tiny boy that 
he will lisp his words, but memories cling 
about him as small as he is, and he will 
tell you of his papa killed in a railroad 
wreck. He pictures that papa in his mind 
as a brave engineer, and we should thank 
God that one of the beauties of this home 
is to have the children remember their pa- 
rents in love. But here goes the little fel- 
low. He can tell you that his mama, be- 
fore she died, Knew the whistle of the fath- 
er’s engine from that of any other, and 
that many a time they had jumped from 
bed to wave him as he passed. As he 
tells this he will work his arms like pis- 
tons and puff, puff, puff—no doubt feeiing 
as large again as he really is. There is 
nothing in this little boy’s memories save 
that he will ever hold them dear, and to 
these he, too, will store memories of this 
home and in coming years may inspire oth- 
ers to shower blessings upon ir. 

But the representatives of railroaders, or 
mechanics of any kind, or merchants or 
what nots, plays no part in the entry to 
this home—orphanage is the key that un- 
locks the doors and love inside protects 
them. Country people, town people, all 
sorts of people, are represented at this 
home. 

I wish I could give you a picture of 
two small children once left in the lone- 
liness of a cabin home not very far away, 
just as I have them in mind. They would 
bring tears from the hardest heart if they 
could meet you and tell all the story just 
as their memories serve them. This they 
cannot do, but, anyhow, the thought of it 
should stimulate the rural homes to a more 
active work in this behalf. There is not 
a home in the country but what could Set 
aside something for this cause. If nothing 
more, you could set aside one hen—just a 
hen—and call it the ‘‘orphans’ hen.’’ Some 
could set aside a pig; some a plat of 
ground—just a few rows; all could find 
something to consecrate to this cause, and 
carpenters could drive just a few nails, 
the raiiroader give a mile of his run, the 
shoemaker put on a patch, the printer give 
a thousand of his ems, the merchant a 
little profit, and so on and on. So it should 
be, for all are represented in the benefits 
of this grand charity,Cand none of us are 
wise enough to say that our posterity will 
never need its glorious help. 

I have not space to write of things that 
have already been written of so much. I 
wish, though, that I could tell of how these 
children work. Of how the boys go out in 
the farm; of how the girls cook and wash 
and keep the house. No idleness is there— 


no false pride en@ouraged, but a dignity 
tempered with a true knowledge of their 
situation is impressed upon all through the 
kindly tact of the fatherly superintendent 
and his most motherly wife. Good ‘“‘horse 
sense” prévails through everything and 
every where.

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over the possibility ef their own children 
having to enter this orphanage. There is 
a most becoming effort from having the 
child ever think that its parents were 
‘low.” True, it naturally impresses itself 
upon the children that tney are orphans 
and that their parents were poor, but there 
is never a suggestion anywhere or in any- 
thing that some poor parent’s path in life 
had been darkened by any shadow of dis- 
sipation. To the contrary, it is studiously 
suggested that some good mother bore them 
in her arms even* when her own limbs 
tottered, and that she fed them with food 
that she herself was fainting for. All in 
all. the tutorage of these cildren is healthy 
and ennobling. 

I wish that every one who reads could 
see these happy children and drink in the 
delights of the place. The houses starid 
in a splendid grove some two hundred 
yards back from the road. The place is 
supplied with all the best modern im- 
provements. The water supply is ample 
for persons and stock, and lessens the 
danger from fire'to almost safety. A fine 
Stretch of woods, where squirrels frisk 
and birds flutter, pleases the eye and in- 
Spires the faculties. Wild flowers are 
abundant and charming in their season, 
and all the beauties of fall and winter are 
present there in turn. 

Connected w:th the home is a farm of 200 
acres, upon which Mr. Taylor, the super- 
intendent, spends his time learning the 
boys and making produce for the home. 
When the children are out of school they 
are kept busy at something, and all do their 
part most cheerfully. When the school 
hour closes Mrs. Taylor takes charge of 
the girls and Mr. Taylor the boys, and a 
period of industrious bustle takes charge of 
the place, and everything is as homelike 
as such a thing could be. At these hours 
the smallest children play.on the lawn and 
romp around hunting hens’ nests, just as 
they would at homes of their own, and in 
my heart I believe that ‘‘Mother”’ Taylor 
loves them as if they were entirely her 
own. 

- What a comfort this should be to fa'thers 
and mothers, even though they should do 
nothing more than to muse over the happy 
condition of these children. But there 
might be more. None of us know just 
what is before us. Perhaps the day will 
come when this home will shelter a child 
of the reader—no doubt it will shelter some 
child of some reader of this letter. There 
have been children here in the last twenty- 
five years who had as good parents us any 
of us, and as prosperous. Misfortune 
comes to where it is least expected some- 
times, but I can state for the comfort of 
every mother who may read it, that if you 
were to die tonight and leave your lIcved 
ones on the cold charities of the world, 
they would be .taken into this home and 
loved and brought up in the faith of meet- 
ing their mother in heaven—is this a con- 
solation? 

We were at a revival meeting in Decatur 
once when a sweet little girl from this 
orphanage joined the church and gave 
some smail talk of her experience. 

She could just remember her 
faintly. She saw them lay pretty flowers 
upon her breast and remecnbered how sad 
everything was at the funeral. From that 
day it was her main thought to meet that 
mother in heaven, and she ~ joined the 
church to help her on the way. Thete was 
not a dry eye in all the church when she 
closed her “‘experience,’’ and we all went 
away wishing in our hearts that a blessing 
would always linger around this home of 
the orphans.
